The Hague, Feb. 9,—-The Queen 
and Princo Helnrich have baund 
themselves by the marriage contract 
in accordance With tho statutes to 
recognize the husband as the hoad of 
the matrimonia! union, und to pro- 
vide for and educate tho children of 
the union. The husband assumes the 
responsibility. of representing the 
wife in all civil actions. 

‘The wife promises to obey the hus- 
band, but by special recent act of the 
Dutch Parliament shoe is exempted 
from the usual promise. “to dwell 
with him wherever he deems it best 
to live." 

‘The contract also provides that the 
Qucead shall allow the husband inter- 
est on 50,00,000 guilders, and that 
he shall receive no income from the 
state except in the case of the 
Queen’s death.

“Shameful Practicea’’ and “'Stock- 
ade Scandal’ in South Carolina. 


New. York, Feb. 18.—Under the 
caption “Slavery in South Caro- 
lina,” The Tribune yesterday morn- 
ing publishes the following from {ts 
Colum! 8S. C., correspondent: 

Judge W..C. Dennet has ordered! a 
special terin of the Court of Reasions 
to meet at Anderson on March 7, 
lo receive the report of the grand 
jury he has charged «to Investignte 
the ‘shameful practicea’’ and ‘‘atock- 
ade scandal’' of Anderson County. 
In charging the grand jury to make 
a@ thorough and fearless investiga- 
tion, (the judge said he had heard 
rumora of’ the conditions of slavery 
fn that .county, but the evidence 
brought out during the week In the 
trial of Jamin Newell, « farmer, for 
the murder of “Wil Hull, a negro, 
“astonished the court.’* 

The judge stated that JJull had 
been killed while attempting to ea- 
cape from Newell's stockade, and 
that he was not a convict, but was 
held‘ a prisoner under w Sabor con- 
tract that gave the landlord every 
right ever claimed by a master over 
slaves, Tho judge sald he was in- 
formed that not'only men, but wo- 
inen and children, were held in hia 
bondage. Ie read the labor  con- 
tract in force in Anderson, saying it 
could hold in no free country; no 
cougt would permit a man to barter 
himself as a chattel; and this th 
did here, The contract, besides al- 
lowing the use of force and aubjoct- 
ing the laborer to “plantation regu- 
latiogs,”” which permit whipping, 
contains this clause: ‘‘The said Jand- 
lord shall have the right to transfer 
his Interest in this contract to any 
other party and I agree to continue 
work for said assignee the same as 
for the original party of the first
